Little Sea Animal Which Is Much 
Dreaded by Engineers. 


The vicissitudes of a. submarine 
eable are mahy, says the Mapizine 
of Commerce. It may be torn by an 
anchor, crushed by a rock or serioua- 
Iy damaged dx @ coral reef suco as 
abound in the tropics. Some of the 
growtha often found on a cable tend 
gradualiy to decay the iron sheathing

The United States Geological Sur- 
yey report that more salt was pro 
duced in the United States in 1906 
than in any previous year, and taat 
the value of the product was greater 
than in any year since 1890. The 
quantity produced was 3,944,133 
short tons, or 28,172,380 barrels 
valued at 66,658,350 a gain of 308,- 
876 tons, or 2,206,538 barrels, over 
the production In 1905. 

In 1906 as in 1905 a large part of 
the output of crude sult was used in 
chemical works, af brine. The 
quantity of dry salt reported in 1906 
was 2,603,818 short tons or 18,598,- 
700 barrels, valued at $6,179,666, an 
average value of $2.37 a ton or 33.- 
226 cents a barrei. In 1905 the value 
was $2.25 a ton or 31.512 cents a 
barrel on a production of abowt 590,- 
000 barrels less 

New. York leads in value of output 
Closely followed by Michigan. The 
output of Michigan, bowever, le con- 
gidsrabl: greater than that of New 
York.

The consolidated school is 
much cheaper to the community, and 
what the farmer saves in taxes he 
puts in aleighs and wagons, so that 
his children may ride. Pupils can 
also remain at théir home schools 
much longer than they formerly could 
und- this u also a great saving. Wa 
may expect great results from this 
change, for the farmers with their 
poor schools have turned out some 
wonderful men, and they should do 
even better under the new condj- 
tlons.“— Washington Post. .

“Experience indicates. that a per- 
son can find employment in New York 
sooner or later at any task for which 
he possesses marked ability. The 
unskilled, the mediocre, the crude, 
the Inadaptable, will have a more 
dificult time of it, aud they must 
content themselves with the less 
skilled and consequently the less re- 
umerative forms of employment. 

“The plan of having the students 
report the sums earned through thelr 
Own ipttiative, in addition to tho 
income the committee secured for 
them, has* materially increased the 
efficiency of the committee, for in 
this way suggestions are received 
which an be developed with profit 
for other students, Tie innovation 
at first met with some opposition on 
Per part of certain students who had 
not yet outgrown the scaoolboy -feel- 
ing of antagonism toward: the au- 
thorities, : 

“As soon as the objectors realized 
that we were all trying to help one 
another and that the university wish- 
ed the information in order that it 
might better ald young men in a po- 
sition similar to their own they im- 
mediately ‘expressed their willingness 
to co-operate with’ the committee 
There are still students, however, 
who do not report their earnings, and 
there probably always will be con- 
siderable sums earned concerning 
which the committee has had no ia 
formation, 

The query suggests itself, Is the 
work of the committee worth while; 
fs a young mau justified in Mak.ug 
the sacrifice necessary in the majoricy 
of cases to work his way through? 
The only real test as to whether the 
QOniversity’s efforts in behah of tuo 
students are wasted is thé conduct of 
the students whom it has assisted 
and the service which they have 
renderéd for the betterment of so- 
clety.

“The reorganization of the com: 
mittee dates back only three years, 
and consequently the time is too 
short to furnish a basis for accurate 
judgment. Ten or fifteen years after 
graduation, when the men are fairly
